ASHRAE 90/75, Michigan's first eneray 
building standard, becomes effective June 
22, 1977. 


The standard is desiqned primarily for new 
buildings, but until approved as acceptable 
reovation standard (s) is available, ASHRAE 
90/75 will apply to renovations as well. 


The definition of a renovated structure 
and its accompanying terms of compliance 
have been borrowed from BOCA which employs 
"percent of existing value” system. 


Although, the code should not present any 
major technical questions in the minds of 
the design professionals, questions are 
likely to arise in the standards inter- 
pretation and actual desian applications. 


The Energy Administration has available 
simple, condensed digest of ASHRAE 90/75.

STATE FIRE SAFETY BOARD 


School Fire Safety Rule 72: (By 
authority conferred on the State Fire 
Safety Board by section 3c of Act No, 207 
of the Public Acts of 1941, as amended, 
being section 29.3c of the Compiled Laws 
of 1948.) 


Upon determination that a door 36 inches 
wide is not essential to the life safety of 
small groups, that a door 32 inches wide 
often limits the location of an opening and 
can not be justified in all locations, the 
State Fire Safety Board, on April 20, 1977, 
acted to modify previous actions regarding 
School Fire Safety Rule 72, as well as the 
promulgated rule itself as follows: 


(4) A single door from a classroom to a 
corridor, from a classroom to the outside, 
or from a corridor to the outside, shal! 
not be less than 36 inches nor more than 48 
inches wide, except that a door 32 inches 
wide shall be permitted on a room for 6 to 
20 persons and a door 30 inches wide shall 
be permitted on a room for not more than 5 
persons. 


This altered provision will be included in 
the next revision of the promulgated rules 
and pending that action, the State Fire 
Marshal and the City of Detroit Fire Marshal 
have been authorized to modify School Fire 
Safety Rule 72(4) accordingly. 


School Fire Safety Rules 76: (By 
authority conferred upon the State Fire 
Safety Board by section 3c of Act No, 207 
of the Public Acts of 1941, as amended, 
being section 29.3c of the Compiled Laws of 
1948.) 


Based upon formal requests and numerous 
conversations, on April 20, 1977, the State 
Fire Safety Board reevaluated School Fire 
Safety Rule 76, Latching Hardware for Single 
Means of Egress. 


It was found that features of the require- 
ment have not eliminated latching hardware 
failures, in fact, less than precision 
workmanship actually induces fallures more 
frequently than with conventional latch- 
ing hardware. The requirement is not sup- 
ported by sufficient documentation as to 
the ratio of failures versus the numbers of 
latching hardware devices in service and 
further, the requirement is not consistent 
with recognized good practices as evidenced 
by standards adopted by nationally recog- 
nized authorities in the field of fire 
protection. 


It was the determination of the Board that 

the continued enforcement of this rule 

would do manifest injustice and would be 
contrary to the public interest, therefore, 
School Fire Safety Rule 76 will be re- 

pealed by the next revision of the promulaqated 
rules and pending that action, the State 

Fire Marshal and the City of Detroit Fire 
Marshal have been authorized to waive the 
enforcement of School Fire Safety Rule 76. 


Flammable Liquids Storage - 154 - School 
Fire Safety Rules: Attention has been dir- 
ected to School Fire Safety Rule 154 and 
the fact that the rule and other sections 
are silent in regard to additional hazardous 
substances and their storage commonly in 
use in schools. 


Michigan Flammable Liquids Regulations and 
Michigan Liquefied Petroleum Gases Rea- 
ulations address these matters and comp- 
liance in school facilities is required. 
NFPA coages also speak to such materials. 


To bring the School Fire Safety Rules in 

line with other promulgated rules and re- 
quirements the State Fire Safety Board on 
April 20, 1977, acted to modify the provisions 
of Rule 154 as follows: (2) A storage room 
for major bulk storage of hazardous chemicals 
liquids and gases in amounts of more than 
l-gallon or 2-1/2 pounds individual capacity 
containers shall be above arade and the room 
shall be separated from the remainder of 

the school building by construction havina 

a l-hour fire resistance rating. At least 


I wall of the room shall be an outside wall 
of the building and natural or mechanical 
ventilation shall be provided to prevent 


the accumulation of vapors within the 

room. A doorway exposed to the interior of 
the building shall be provided with a 6- 
inch high noncombustible liaquid-tiqht 

sill or ramp. The floor shall be liquid- 
tight and arranged to drain to a safe 
location. Electrical switches, outlets, 


wiring and fixtures shall comply with the 
state electrical law and rules for such 
location. 


(3) Oxygen, combustible gases, fuel aases, 
and flammable and combustible liauids 

shall not be stored with each other or with 
combustible material, except that small 
amounts for daily use in a shop, a laboratory 
and an office may be kept within those areas 
of use in an oriqinal container or an ap- 
proved safety container of not more than 
I-gallon or 2-1/2 pounds individual capacity, 
Additional containers shall not be permitted 
In the areas. 


(4) The installation and operation of "oxygen 
fuel qas systems for welding and cutting" 
shall be permitted only in approved shops 
(rule 157) and shall comply with NFPA 51, 

The standard for fire prevention and use of 
cutting and welding processes shall comply 
with NFPA 51B and shall be the responsibility 
of the owner. 


The altered provisions will be included in the 
next revision of the promulqated rules and 
pending that action, the State Fire Marshal 
and the City of Detroit Fire Marshal have 

been authorized to modify School Fire 

Safety Rule 154 accordinaly.

WC3 TAYLOR CENTER DESIGN CHOSEN FOR NATIONAL 
EXHIBIT 


The architectural design for Wayne 
County Community College's new Downriver 
Regional Center in Taylor has been chosen 
to receive a citation at the 1977 Exhibition 
of College Architecture at the annual 
meeting of the American Association of 
Community and Junior Colleges to be held 
in Denver, Colorado. 


The announcement of the selection of the 
Taylor Center desian for the national dis- 
play was made jointly by Wayne County Com- 
munity College and William Kessler and 
Associates, Inc. of Detroit, architects for 
the new facility. 


The WC3 exhibit was one of 28 in the architec- 
tural display which played a principal part 

in the annual AACJC meeting that was held 

on April 17-20. 


The Kessler Associates entry was cited as 
"exemplary" by a jury of the AACJC which 
selected the final exhibits. The followina 
citation is attached to the Taylor Center 
design: "The design is direct and straight- 
forward, The achieved simplicity can be 
observed in the selection of materials and 
mechanical systems which together provide 
the sense of scale and harmony required 

in a successful building complex. There 

is a creative discipline which seems to 
complement both the exterior and interior 
space." 


Scheduled for completion in the fall of 

1978, the Taylor Center has been desianed 

as a major vocational facility. The building 
cost will be $8.4 million. The site location 

is a 94-acre tract located on Northline Rd. 
between 1-75 and Telearaph Rd. which includes 

@ seven-acre woodland and is adjacent to a 

city park, both of which are significant 

to the natural setting of the building location. 


When completed, the Taylor Center will have
